The abandonment by the Fed­ 
eral Relief Administration of the 
30-cent an hour minimum wage 
for work reliet will produce a 
change in salaries paid to persons 
on the Scott county work relief 
rolls, C. L. Blanton, Jr., chairm an 
of the county relief 
committee, 
said today. 
The scale of wages will be low- 
ered, Mr. Blanton said, to cor­ 
respond with those paid to w ork­ 
ers not on the county relief rolls. 
It will also be adjusted to dif­ 
ferent levels to fit the rate give i 
laborers engaged at various kinds 
of work in the county and the 
towns. 
Until now, the prevailing 30- 
cent an hour m inimum wage has 
been higher than that paid to p er­ 
sons not on the relief rolls, result­ 
ing in a feeling in m any quarters 
that it is more desirable to be on 
the relief rolls than

rates, then, may tend to reduce 
the increasingly large relief rolls.

W. L. Clayton, a cotton merchant 
and authority 
of 
Houston, 
set 
down a definite com plaint against 
the federal governm ent’s 
cotton 
reduction program and predicted 
disaster 
for 
Am erican 
cotton 
growers if their situation is not 
s«on improved. 
Mr. Clayton’s letter to the Post 
followed a new spaper 
editorial 
concerning the great economic re­ 
sources which Texas possesses in 
agricultoural land. It caused Mr. 
Clayton to recall the vast and ra ­ 
pid agricultural progress 
which 
has been m ade in Texas during 
the last tw enty years and to note 
that almost complete obliteration 
of this progress 
will 
result 
if 
American cotton growers are for­ 
ced ;o sell their 
commodity 
at 
prices much 
higher 
than 
those 
prevailing in foreign countries. 
Since cotton is consumed not 
only in the 
United 
States 
but 
throughout the world, any attem pt 
to control the production in one 
country w ill be felt international­ 
ly, and to the decided advantage 
of growers in com peting foreign 
countries, Mr. Clayton believes. 
If the condition which Mr. Clay­ 
ton pictures on the basis of his 
observations of present world con­ 
ditions, will 
unfavorably 
affect 
Texas cotton raisers, it will also 
affect producers in other parts of 
this 
country 
w here 
cotton 
is 
known to be the principal com­ 
modity produced. 
Excerpts 
from 
Mr. 
Clayton s 
letter are printed below. 
“In the ten years, 1915-25 the 
cotton acreage in Texas 
almost 
doubled, jum ping from 10,500,000 
acres in 1915 to over 19,000,000 
in 1925. Most of this 
huge 
in­ 
crease 
occurred 
in 
West 
and 
Northwest Texas. 
“Since the farm er sells all the 
cotton he raises, this huge annual 
production of new7 w ealth served 
to generate an enormous 
com­ 
merce. Mr. Clayton wrote, detail­ 
ing his statem ent before adding, 
“this great industry of growing, 
ginning, compressing, 
transport­ 
ing, w arehousing and m erchandis­ 
ing of cotton for export is right 
now in grave danger of bleeding 
to death. 
“The im mediate cause of the de­ 
plorable condition in w?hich the 
export cotton industry now finds 
itself, lies in the action of cotton, 
coupled w'ith price-pegging devices 
(first the 10c loan and later the 
12c loan) the effect being the sub­ 
stantial destruction 
of 
norm al 
price relationships between Am er­ 
ican and foreign 
grown 
cotton, 
causing the latter to sell much 
cheaper than usual in com pari­ 
son with the prices of our cotton. 
Inconsequence, foreign grown cot­ 
ton is being substituted for A m eri­ 
can to an alarm ing extent. 
“Meantime, our foreign cotton 
growing competitors are increas­ 
ing their production 
almost 
as 
fast as we are decreasing ours. 
“Fifty years ago the South was 
75 per cent of the w orld’s supply 
of raw cotton; five or six years 
ago we still held 60 per cent oi 
the production. 
and the G overnm ent’s policy of 
“Thanks to the Bankhead Bill 
paying farm ers not 
to 
produce, 
and to destroy even a portion of 
that which they had already pro­ 
duced, plus some help from the 
drought, the South in 1934 raised 
only 41 per cent of the w orld’s 
supply of cotton. 
“Foreign countries have recent­ 
ly increased their production from 
10.500.000 to 13,250,000 bales while 
we have cut ours from 15,000,000 
to 9,500,000 bales. 
“Last season (August 1, 1933 to 
July 31, 1934) we lost 
1,300,000 
bales in m arkets, while our foreign 
cotton growing cômpetitors gain­ 
ed 1,300,000 bales . . . It appears 
almost certain that our total ex­ 
ports for the season 1934-35 will 
not -exceed 6,000,000 
bales 
and 
even be substantially less. Fur­ 
therm ore, that 
the 
total 
world 
consumption of American cotton is 
not likely to 
exceed 
11,000,000 
bales as compared with about 13,- 
6000.000 bales last season and 14,- 
400.000 bales the season before. 
“American cotton is now sub­ 
stantially priced out of the world’s 
m arket . . . Indian cotton is now 
selling at a greater discount un­ 
der American than any tim e in 
the past four years. 
' 
“The truth of the m atter is that 
our Governm ent is holding a huge 
um brella over the rest of the cot­ 
ton 
producing 
world, 
enabling 
them substantially to increase the 
growing and m arketing of cotton 
at rem unerative prices to 
them, 
while such cotton as we have pro­ 
duced, after paying 
farm ers 
to 
plow up and not to produce, is 
largely going into the hands of 
Governm ent Agencies where it is 
removed from the 
channels 
of 
trade. Cotton m erchants 
in 
this 
country are now unable to offer 
the most desired qualities because 
practically the entire supply 
of 
such cotton is either in the hands 


og Government Agencies or is ear­ 
marked for same. 
“If the consumption of A m eri­ 
can cotton is, this year, reduced to 
11,000,000 bales or less, as now 
appears practically 
certain, 
our 
foreign competitors having sup­ 
plied the m arkets with some 3,- 
000,000 bales which form erly came 
from us, then we may be equally 
certain that 11,000,000 bales is in 
future our m aximum share of the 
total world consumption of cot­ 
ton and that we can only m aintain 
that position if we are willing to 
mee‘ the world price. 
“The only way we could hope 
to re-capture a part of the m ar­ 
kets which we 
had 
voluntarily 
surendered would be through 
a 
reversal of 
the 
program 
under 
which they were lost, i. e., by 
driving the price of our cotton be­ 
low the world price. 
“If we are going to continue our 
present policy of trying to force 
the rest of the world to pay our 
own idea of price then we must 
be resigned to a further cut in the 
amount of cotton which we can 
market . . . Sooner or later we 
must face the facts. 
“If we must accept a cut in our 
share of the world’s cotton trade 
from 15,000,000 bales to 10,000,- 
000 bales, this means not only 
a heavy loss to the farm ers in cash 
incomes, but A also add to the 
unemployed 
rolls 
hundreds 
oi 
people who have heretofore earn­ 
ed their living as tenant farm ers, 
cotton 
farm ers, 
cotton 
pickers, 
employees of cotton gins, cotton­ 
seed oil mills, cotton compresses, 
cotton buyers and shippers, trans­ 
portation agencies, etc. . . The di­ 
rect effect on em ploym ent, 
not 
only in he South, but in the Na­ 
tion itself, is certain to be a hea­ 
vy drag against National economic 
recovery. 
“Once these foreign 
countries 
have expanded their 
production 
and provided the necessary equip­ 
ment for cotton ginning, compress­ 
ing, handling, shipping, etc., it is 
not going to be an easy m atter to 
drive them from the field. 
“Already many of these coun­ 
tries, such as Egypt, Brazil, P er­ 
sia, etc., are entering into barter 
transactions with European Na­ 
tions, particularly Germany, for 
the exphange of cotton for m anu­ 
factured goods. 
“The truth is that our national 
policy on the tariff 
and 
other 
trade destroying devises plus the 
new cost-of-living burdens sadd­ 
led upon the cotton farmer by N. 
R. A. have the American cotton 
farm er in a position where he is 
fighting for his very life with his 
hands tied behind his back. Add 
this to the present A. A. A. policy 
of paying the cotton farmer to ab­ 
stain from production 
plus 
the 
Governm ental price-pegging 
po­ 
licy (12c loan) and you have a 
situation which is fast putting the 
raw cotton industry of this coun­ 
try on the rocks. 
“A lready, thousands of cotton 
tenant farm ers, 
who 
obviously 
cannot compete with their Gov­ 
ernm ent in bidding for the rent­ 
al of farm lands, have given-up 
the struggle and gone on Relief 
Rolls. 
“As Secretary Wallace has said, 
in effect, a norm al and healthy 
condition in the cotton 
m arket 
can be restored only by a m a­ 
terial reduction in the tariff per­ 
m itting our foreign customers to 
pay w ith goods. 
This is, obviously, sound 
and 
right . . . If, however, it is po­ 
litically impossible 
to 
do 
this 
(which I do 
not 
admit) 
then, 
while we are trying to get it done, 
it seems to me that we must make 
paym ents to farm ers for produc­ 
ing cotton instead of the present 
plan of paying them not to pro­ 
duce. 
“So-called benefit or rental pay­ 
m ents are now being made to the 
South’s cotton farm ers to the ex­ 
tent of 
about 
$110,000,000.00 
a 
year. If this am ount 
of 
money 
were used in the application of 
the so-called Domestic Allotment 
Plan, guaranteing to the farm er 
an Am erican (or parity) price for 
the dom estically consumed 
por­ 
tion of his crop without placing 
any Obligation on him to curtail 
acreage, the farm er would then 
obtain about 15 l-2c per pound 
for approxim ately 40 per cent of 
his crop and he would get for the 
ream aining 60 per cent just w hat 
the world m arkets would pay. It 
stan d s to reason that in the long 
run he cannot sell abroad at m ore 
than the world price, anyway. 
“Unless 
something 
is 
done 
quickly, it will be too late! There 
is only one sound course, and that 
is an im m ediate and substantial 
reduction in the tariff. Failing this, 
such money as the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent 
has 
for 
distribution 
among cotton farm ers as compen- 
satidn for the injustices of the ta ­ 
riff and the N. R. A. should be 
as a help to production and not as 
a bonus for 
curtailing 
produc­ 
tion.”

For comply- 
iny with the corn control p ro v i­ 
sions of the new contract, the in­ 
dividual signer will derive the fol­ 
lowing benefits: (1) 
a corn ad­ 
justm ent paym ent, (2) unrestrict­ 
ed use of the land shifted 
from 
corn loan production, and (3) eli­ 
gibility to participate in any gov­ 
ernm ent corn land program that 
may be available in the fall 
)f 
1935. 
The corn adjustm ent paym ent 
will be m ade at the rate of 35 
cents per bushel of yield estim at­ 
ed for the num ber of acres 
by 
which the corn land area is kept 
below the 1932-1933 average. This 
yield for basing payments will be 
the average yield determ ined by 
the community committee for all 
crop land in the farm which has 
been in corn at least once during 
the last five years.

1936. 
In hog production the individ­ 
ual contract signer is to limit the 
num ber of hogs produced for m ar­ 
ket from 1935 litters to 90 per 
cent of the adjusted average num ­ 
ber produced from 1932 and 1933 
litters. For complying

producer will receive a hog ad­ 
justm ent paym ent of $15 per head 


on the num ber of hogs represented

If producer participation in the 
1935 program is about the same as 
in 1934. the total adustm ent pay­ 
ments are expected to run between 
150 million and 165 million dol­ 
lars.

One hundred and six years ago 
this week, on November 25, 1828, 
four mem bers of the O rder of the 
Sisters of Charity arrived in St. 
Louis w here they 
began

ties, is conceded to be the first 
hospital west of the Mississippi 
river. 
This property was located

Hoard in its preliminary report 
to the National Planning Board. 
The original forest area in this 
state was 32,000,000 acres cover­ 
ed almost entirely with good com­ 
mercial timber, while at present 
the total forest area is If).606.000 
acres, the report states. 
Missouri was at one time a lum­ 
ber exporting state and now we 
import three-fourths of the lum­ 
ber we use, even 
hough there is 
sufficient land, naturally suited 
for forests but of extremely low 
agricultural value, to change Mis­ 
souri back into a lumber export­ 
ing state. 
The 
State 
Planning 
Board suggests public control of 
forest lands which would not only 
protect our forest n * *rves 
but 
would remove from 
agriculture 
portions of this land whcih is un­ 
suited o crop raising. 
The Federal Government is now 
purchasing 
more than 
2,000,060 
acres for National Forests in tin* 
area the planning 
board 
study 
discloses as 
being 
unsuited 
to 
agriculture. 
Mr. Silcox, Chief of the United 
S'at es Forest Service, in a speech 
in St. Louis recently, said: 
“ 1,500,000 young 
persons 
are 
arriving at working age each year. 
We know industry cannot absorb 
them so this may bo one means 
of giving them good, clean, heal­ 
thy work. These 
national 
and 
state forests will also give sur­ 
rounding farmers from 100 to 200 
day’s work each year which will 
provide them with cash 
income. 
The important feature is, we are 
placing these people on nort-com- 
l»etitive labor in a non-competi- 
tive industry.” 
Since 
only 
a 
comparatively 
small percentage of forest lands 
can be developed under the au­ 
spices of the National Forest Ser­ 
vice, it is particularly important 
that a forest program be devel­ 
oped in Missouri, '.he State Plan­ 
ning Board reports. This would 
require establishment of the nec­ 
essary agents or agencies, provi­ 
sion for acquisition of title in tax 
delinquent lands, proper manage­ 
ment, including forest fire pro­ 
tection, and removal of present re­ 
strictions upon forest areas in in­ 
dividual counties. 
The development of forest areas 
would also materially assist tlw

The discovery was 
made by two white boys. William 
had been missing since Novem­ 
ber 10. In his pockets was found 
$51.87. It is almost certain he was 
robbed and murdered. 
Four Mississippi state negroes, 
Abraham Balentine, his older bro- 
her, Vertis Balentine. Ernest Av- 
ance, and Ranie Willingham, and 
ne negro woman, Idie May Brown, 
of New Madrid, are now 
being 
held for questioning in the New 
Madrid county jail by Sheriff Sam 
Harris, who arrested them. Anoth­ 
er negro, possibly implicated in 
the case, was to have been arrest­ 
ed Monday.

A new corn-hog contract, more 
liberal in many respects than that

Among the provisions of the nev- 
contract arc thc following:

maximum 
corn 
acreage 
1935 contract is 90 per cent of the 
that may be planted 
under

average for thc two years' 1932 and 
1933—the same base as was used 
in 1934. Individual signers may, 
if they wish, hold out of produc­ 
tion anywhere from 10 to 30 per 
cent of the two-year base average 
and receive 
corn 
benefit 
pay­ 
ments in proportion. For comply- 
iny with the corn control provi­ 
sions of thc new contract, the in­ 
dividual signer will derive thc fol­ 
lowing benefits: (1) 
a com ad­ 
justment payment, (2) unrestrict­ 
ed use of the land shifted 
from 
corn loan production, and (3) eli­ 
gibility to participate in any gov­ 
ernment corn land program that 
may be available in the fall if 
1935. 
The corn adjustment payment 
will be made at the rate of 35 
cents per bushel of yield estimat­ 
ed for the number of acres 
by 
which the corn land area is kept 
below the 1932-1933 average. This 
yield for basing payments will be 
the average yield determined by 
the community committee for all 
crop land in the farm which has 
been in corn at least once during 
the last five years. The change in 
yield basis removes the necessity 
for setting aside a definite tract 
of land on the farm as “Contract­ 
ed acres”, as this designation has 
been dropped in the 1935 contract. 
In 1935, the withheld acres may 
be located on any part 
of

farm. 
The corn payment will be made 
in 
two 
installments; 
the 
first 
amounting to 15 cents per bushel 
of the estimated yield multiplied 
by the number of acres withheld 
from corn, to be paid as soon as 
possible after the contract is ac­ 
cepted by the Secretary. The sec­ 
ond installment, consisting of the 
remaining 20 cents per bushel less 
the producer’s pro rata share of 
local administrative expenses, will 
be made on or about January I, 
1936. 
In hog production the individ­ 
ual contract signer is to limit the 
number of hogs produced for mar­ 
ket from 1935 litters to 90 per 
cent of the adjusted average num­ 
ber produced from 1932 and 1933 
litters.
